NOMINATIONS FOR SARL COUNCIL AND SUBMISSION OF MOTIONS 
FOR AGM 


Nominations for candidates to serve of the Council of the SARL may be sub- 
mitted until 5 January 2004. The nomination must be submitted in writing, 
duly signed by a proposer and seconder. A motivation, CV, must accompany 
each nomination, which gives details of the specific qualifications, abilities and 
membership of any related Amateur Radio organisations of their candidate and 
the candidate’s name, call sign and address. 


Each nomination must also be accompanied by a written statement signed by the 
candidate whereby he/she consents to serve as a member of Council if elected. 


There is also still time for the submission of motions for the 2004 SARL Annual 
General Meeting to the League Secretary. The motions must be in writing in 


the form in which it will be proposed at the AGM. Motions must be signed by 
a Proposer and by a Seconder. 


All persons involved, candidates, proposers and seconders must be members of 
the SARL. 


Nominations and motions must reach the League Secretary not later than the 
5th of January 2004, there is thus still only one week left for those who have 
not yet given attention to these two important matters. 


SPECIAL STATION IN COMMEMORATION OF THE BATTLE OF 
BLAAUWBERG 


The Columbine Radio Club of the Western Cape will commemorate the Battle 
of Blaauwberg by operating a special event station in the Blaauwberg area of 
the Cape Peninsula from 18:00 CAT on Friday 2 January 2004 to 12:00 CAT 
on Sunday 4 January 2004. 


The Battle of Blaauwberg was a key event during the second British occupation 
of the Cape and took place on 06 January 1806, on a hill overlooking Table Bay 
and Robben Island. The special event station will be located very close to the 
original battle site. 


The special event call sign is ZS1BLO and single sideband will be the primary 
mode on the following frequencies: 1,835 MHz; 7,065 MHz; 14,165 MHz; 21,165 
MHz; 28,465 MHz or lower, depending on QRM. 


A special QSL card will be issued for ZS1BLO and may be obtained from the 
QSL manager at postal address: ZS1BLO, PO Box 180, Milnerton, 7435.

TEURS (RSGB News) 


There are now 39 new amateur radio licensees in Albania, doubling the number 
of amateurs in the country overnight, thanks to the ‘Goodwill Albania Project’, 
which has just come to a successful conclusion in Tirana, the Albanian capital. 


Writing from Tirana on the 12th of December, the project organiser, Martti 
Laine, OH2BH, thanked everyone for their five-week effort and for the warm 
friendship that had affected him personally. Martti was awarded the ‘Senior 
Fellow of the Polytechnic University of Tirana’ honour at the graduation cere- 
mony. 


The newly established University of Tirana club station, ZA1UT, was presented 
with a donated FT-1000MP transceiver and a Quadra linear amplifier. Ulrich 
Weiss, DJ2YA, the chief facilitator, presented the most successful student with 
an FT-847 transceiver, and described the course as a highlight of his entire 
professional teaching career. 


IARU Region 1 Chairman Ole Garpestadt, LA2RR, also attended the grad- 
uation ceremony, congratulated the new licensees and welcomed them to the 
bands,. While in Tirana, Ole has been negotiating with the Albanian authori- 
ties for the integration of Albania into the CEPT licence scheme. No one could 
have expected such a scenario 10 years ago, when Albania stood at the top of 
the ‘Most Wanted Countries’ lists all over the world!
